Historic move goes smoothly

ST. CATHARINES - When 
it was finally over, when 
the last patient had been 

the old hospital were closed 
for good, when the new one 
was humming with activity, 
Gloria Kain was at a loss for 
words. 

“Well, I am pleased to 
report there is nothing to 
report," said Kain, the outgo¬ 
ing Niagara Health System 
chief planning officer who 
led the new hospital project 
for years. “Everything went 

Six hours after it began 
Sunday morning, 222 
patients had been transferred 
from three hospitals to the 
new facility on Fourth Ave. 
Although the NHS prepared 
for a variety of scenarios, 
trying to anticipate what 
could go wrong during the 
historic move, the carefully 
crafted contingency plans 
weren't needed. 

“We have some minor 

blankets for patients when 
they arrived. Things like that,” 
Kain said. “When those things 
cropped up, we literally had 
hundreds of people working 
to deal with it. There were no 
major issues at all." 

In fact, by noon, the trans¬ 
fer was ahead of schedule 
and the NHS slowed the pace 
down to keep things running 
well. 

The transfer began at 6 a.m. 
with mental health patients 
from the St. Catharines 
General Hospital, along with 
those at the Niagara Falls 
and Welland hospitals, being 
moved to the new facility. 

By around 7:30 a.m., the 
NHS started moving the 
rest of the patients from the 
general hospital to the new 
hospital. 

The St. Catharines General 
Hospital's emergency room 
was closed at 6 a.m. at the

WAINFLEET - A lawsuit 
over a controversial bylaw 
related to a wind turbine 
development in Wainfleet is 
now in the hands of a judge. 

Wainfleet Mayor April 
Jeffs said she expects to hear

The lawsuit is the result of 
a municipal bylaw passed by 


Wainfleet town council last

Green Energy Act. 

Almost immediately, 
the township was sued by 


Wainfleet Wind Energy, a 
development company led 
by Niagara developer Tom 
Rankin, who believes the 
two-kilometre setback bylaw 
is illegal under the GEA. 

The company plans to 
build five industrial wind 
turbines on property leased 
from private landowners. 

The setback issue has been 


heard in St. Catharines court 
over the past few months, but 
last week the case was turned 
over to Justice Robert Reid. 

Wainfleet chief administra¬ 
tive officer Scott Luey said it was 
initially thought it could take 
up to six months for a verdict to 
be reached, but the township’s 
lawyer said the judge would 
"expedite the decision.”

Suzanne Mason and an assistant from 
Brock University, came to deliver the mes¬ 
sage of the negative effects and some mis- 

Mason started her presentation by 
describing what company she works for, 
Niagara Region Sexual Assault Centre, and 
what its goal is. 

The organization helps children and adult 
who have been sexually assaulted. This is 
done by extensive counselling. The goal of 
the organization was originally to coun¬ 
sel these people, but now its goal is more 
focused to the prevention of sexual assault 

She then handed out a sheet of paper that 
explains what sexual assault consent, and 
date rape drugs are. There was also a contact 
sheet that gave a list of numbets for some¬ 
one has been sexually abused to call. Mason 
handed out a survey that asked questions 
about sexual assault. She said that around 
50% of people know someone who has been 
sexually assaulted. Fifty percent also know 
someone who has committed these crimes. 

Niagara Region Sexual Assault Centre 
strides to prevent attacks by going to schools 
and spreading the message of where con¬ 
sent ends and where assault begins. It also 
spreads the message that if you are assaulted 
then it is Ok to tell people and it does not 
have to be botded up. Presentations as 
young as Grade one and to as old as Grade 
12 . 

Mason herself focuses with high school 

She said that the reaction of the students 
at Port High was mature and positive. 
When asked of other positive experiences 
and she recalled a time that she was in a
